Jerus- 
alem is returned to Arab so- 
vereignty and the Palestinians 
are given all their legitimate ri- 
ghts. 



Sadat says Carter is now 
partner, not mediator in 
search for Mideast peace 

CAIRO, April 5 (AP). — President Anwar Sadat declared today he was satisfied with President 
Carter’s role in Mideast diplomacy and declined to say whether he believed Israeli Premier Mena- 
chem Begin was personally an obstacle to peace. In seeking to distance himself from the growing 
U.S.-Israel dispute over Middle East peace steps, Sadat said Israeli Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
“is always welcome” in Cairo.

BEIRUT, Lebanon, April 5 (AP). 
— Moslem and rightist Chris- 
tian leaders ‘ warned Wednes- 
day that Lebanon's civil war 
could resume unless their rival 
plans to cope with Israel’s in- 
vasion of south Lebanon were 
realised. 

In addition, Palestinians . th- 
reatened again to take on the 
United Nation s Int erim Force 
in Lebanon (UNIFIL) if the pe- 
acekeepers Dry to stop guerril- 
las from striking at Israeli for- 
ces. 

Against this heated backgro- 
und, the government of Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis prepared to 
re-assert Lebanon’s authority 
tn the south by deploying a 
symbolic force of 30 gendarm- 
es to help UNIFIL guard the 
15-day-old ceasefire in south 
Lebanon. 

The state radio said the 30- 
man unit was scheduled to li- 
nk up today with a U.N. Nor- 
wegian platoon at -a strategic 
bridge on the Litani river. 

More to follow 

The broadcast said once the 
bridge experiment succeeded, 
more Lebanese gendarme units 
would be dispatched to the so- 
uth. 

The Central Council of leftist 
Moslem militias warned the go- 
vernment against sending gend- 
armes to the south saying it 
would tip the balance of power 
in Lebanon and plunge the na- 
tion into the destructive wh- 
irlpool of civil war. 


Guerrillas lately have been 
observed deploying leftist Le- 
banese militiamen in forward 
positions between guerrilla-held 
lines north of the Litani and 
Israeli lines south of the river. 

The move was seen as an at- 
tempt by Arafat’s high comm- 
and to aver t dir ect confronta- 
tion noth UNIFIL or any Leba- 
nese regular forces dispatched 
to the frontline. 

Former. President CamiPe 
Chamoun, the over-all leader 
of Christian militias, urged the 
U N. Se curity Council to boost 
UNlFIL’s manpower and firep- 
ower and stretch its mandate 
to “re-establish stability*’ thro- 
ughout the whole of Lebanon. 

•'Otherwise, the whole of Le- 
banon will be engulfed in ano- 
ther war,” Chamoun warned 
In a published statement. 


His remarks added up to a 
subtle buildup of Weizman, 
who is regarded by some as a 
growing political rival to Be- 
gin, and encouragement for Ca- 
rter to maintain pressure on 
Israel. 

Sadat made his remarks to 
an international group of profe- 
ssional journalists and academi- 
cs ^n Cairo to attend a confere- 
nce on news exchanges with 
the Third World. He spoke as 
Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan said at the erfd of his 
visit to Romania that the next 
step in the peace negotiations 
was up to Washington. 

The Boston Globe newspaper 
reported, meanwhile, that the 
Carter administration was pre- 
paring its own “declaration of 
principles’* governing a settle- 
ment. 

“President Carter really has 
taken his share,” Sadat said. 
“The American role is very im- 
portant because America and 
President Carter are no more 
mediators. He is a full partner. 
He has agreed on this concep- 
tion and for me this is very 
satisfying.” 

EvenJumded 

“Through an even-handed po- 
licy, I think we can reach the 
moment when the talks (with 
Israel) can be resumed,” Sadat 
added. 

Carter and Begin clashed ov- 
er the terms of a settlement 
during Die Israeli leader’s visit 
to Washington last month. But 
Sadat reiterated today that 
Carter’s views are "acceptable 
to me.”

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia, April 5 (AP). — The Umbalan Yang 
Dipertuan Agung (deputy king) Sultan Ahmad Shah received the 
credentials of the new Jordanian Ambassador Rlad Sabri at the 
national 'palace Wednesday. He also* reiterated Malaysia’s “immu- 
table'* support for the Arab cause in the dispute with Israel and 
added that a peaceful and just solution to the Arab-lsraeli conflict 
shook! not preclude the inalienable rights of the Palestinian 
people^ Including their rights to a Palestinian state.

Tn a reply to criticism of gr- 
owing French involvement in 
Lebanon, the French Foreign 
Ministry said today the United 
Nations Organisation was fully 
responsible for the peace-keep- 
ing force there. 

"Should any difficulties arise, 
it will be ud to Gen. Erskine 
and Dr. Waldheim, and not. 
this or that contingent, to find 
the means to overcome them”, 
one official said. 


Force may be increased 

UNITED NATIONS, April 5 
(Agencies) — The U.N. Interim. 
Force in Lebanon (UNIFIL), 
scheduled to reach a strength 
of about 4,000, may have to 
be increased to some 6,000 tro- 
ops to carry out its mandate, 
informed sources said here last 

night. 

UNIFIL was established by 
the security council on March 
19 to confirm the withdrawal 
of Israeli forces, restore inter- 
national peace and security and 
help the Lebanese government 
ensure the return of its effec- 
tive authority in the area. 

It now has about 1.800 men 
in southern Lebanon. 

Meanwhile an authoritative 
diplomatic source here said Le- 
banon’s inability to mobilise 
its armed forces, Palestinian fa- 
ctionalism and Israel's inflexi- 
bility are making the job of 
the U.N. force "extremiy com- 
plicated and difficult,” 

The source, who asked not 
to be identified, said Tuesday 
that the U.N. troops face the 
danger of getting caught in the 
crossfire between leftist Mo- 
slems and Palestinian guerrillas 
on one side and the pro-Israeli 
Christians on the other.

Sadat declined to say when 
he thought a breakthrough co- 
uld come in the dialogue with 
Israel. Formal talks were sus- 
pended by Sadat last January, 
although Weizman visited Egy- 
pt last week. 

Authoritative Egyptian sour- 
ces said, however, (here could 
be renewed momentum toward 
a settlement by May. 

Sadat was asked to comment 
on reports that Begin persona- 
lly was seen as responsible for 
the current deadlock. The imp- 
lication of the question was 
that if Begin was not premier 
there could be progress. 

“Well, I don’t want to inter- 
fere in others’ domestic prob- 
lems.” Sadat replied. “What I 
feel is this: Mr. Begin should 
be more flexible, and I told t hifi 


to Weizman when he visited 
me last time. I don't feel like 
making any comment other ch- 
an this.” 

But he said that thousands 
of Israelis who demonstrated in 
Tel Aviv last week demanding 
that Begin be more forthcom- 
ing were “wise." 

And Weizman, Sadat contin- 
ued, “may come again. I have 
declared I have no objection 
to this. I told him he is welco- 
me whenever there are new 
ideas to start with, to make 
us speak the same language in- 
stead of two languages.” 

Weizman was said last we- 
ek to have brought some new 
proposals, but the Egyptians 
said while he was still here th- 
at there had been no progress. 

Sadat complained again to- 
day that while the Egyptian ou- 
tlook on the 30-year conflict 


had changed, Israel still thou- 
ght in the same old ways. 

The deadlock centers on the 
future of the Palestinians and 
Israeli withdrawal from occu- 
pied Arab land, with the subsi- 
diary problem of Jewish sett- 
lements on Arab soil also blo- 
cking progress. 

Begin has offered home rule 
for the I.I million Palestinians 
living >n the occupied West Ba- 
nk and the Gaza Strip, with 
Israel maintaining a strong mi- 
litary presence in those areas. 
Both Carter and Sadat say Is- 
rael must pull out, though in 
varying degrees. 

Sadat demands additionally 
that Israel agree to withdraw 
from the Sinai Peninsula and 
the Syrian Golan Heights, and 
allow the Palestinians to exe- 
rcise self-determination, leading 
to a quasi-independent state.

United States, says Dayan 


BUCHAREST, April 5 (R). — 
Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan said at the end of a th- 
ree day visit to Romania today 
Israel expected a U.S. initiative 
to help revive Middle East pe- 
ace negotiations, 

Mr. Dayan said Romania's 
President Nicolae Ceausescu 
had given strong support to the 
continuation of peace moves la- 
unched by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat- 

“We are waiting for the Am- 
ericans. 1 don’t think we can 
do much more just now,” the 
Israeli minister told reporters 
at the end of a two-day visit 
to Romania. 

The Israeli government was 
waiting to hear from U.S. Se- 
cretary of State Cyrus Vance 
over the next moves in the pe- 
ace process. 

“We are waiting to hear fr- 
om Secretary Vance whether 
they want to resume the ini- 
tiative for negotiations, wheth- 
er directly through their media- 
tion or through a shuttle sys- 
tem or whatever it is,” Mr. 
Dayan said. 

"We would like to go and 
we think there is a good chance 
to make progress. The only 
way to do it is by having discu- 
ssions with Egypt, the only pa- 
rty with whom we have con- 
tact" 

Mr. Dayan said Israeli Def- 
ence Minister Ezer Weizman 
failed to get peace negotiati- 
ons restarted during a visit to 
Cairo last week, and Prime Mi- 
nister Menachem Begin had al- 
so sought a resumption of tal- 
ks in direct correspondence wi- 
th Mr. Sadat.

Arab youth 
killed in 
Jerusalem 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Ap- 
ril 5 (R). — An Arab youth was 
shot dead in East Jerusalem 
today .at the place where three 
Arabs shot and totally wound- 
ed an Israeli soldier last night 
police sources said. 

An Israeli civil defence gu- 
ard was arrested for question- 
ing in connection with today’s 
shooting of the Arab, the so- 
urces added. 

The youth killed today was 
in a group of Arabs gathered 
near the Rockefeller Museum 
in the old city of Jerusalem. 

The police said that in last 
night’s incident Israeli private 
Abraham Deutsch, 32, was am- 
bushed by three Arabs who th- 
en escaped. He died in hospital. 

The Israelis rushed security 
reinforcements into the old 
walled city when hundreds of 
Arab youths demonstrated af- 
ter today’s shooting.

The police sources said fri- 
ends took away the body of 
the dead Arab youth.

The foreign minister said he 
told President Ceausescu that 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) was “absolutely 
unacceptable” to Israel as a ne- 
gotiating partner. 

"It is like asking us to ne- 
gotiate with the Nazis. We ta- 
ke them as a bunch of murde- 
rers,” Mr. Dayan said. "We are 
not going to have anything to 
do with them, even if the Uni- 
ted Nations and the world ac- 
cept them.” 

PLO has right 

The Romanian Communist 
leader, in six hours of detailed 
talks, described Palestinian lea- 
der Yasser Arafat as a mode- 
rate, and said the PLO bad a 
right to represent the Palest- 
inians. 

Romanian officials said Mr. 
Arafat was expected to visit 
Bucharest shortly, probably be- 
fore Mr. Ceausescu leaves on 
a trip to the United States ne- 
xt Wednesday. 

Mr. Dayan spoke separately 
to groups of Western, Israeli 
and Romanian journalists short- 
ly before leaving by air for 
Tel Aviv. Officials said he was 
making a stop to change pla- 
nes en route, but refused to say 
where. 

The foreign minister said Is- 
rael bad “special friendly rela- 
tions,” with Romania, the only 
Communist country to recogni- 
se the Jewish state. 

Priorities 

During bis talks with Mr. 
Dayan, the Romanian president 
called for Israel to withdraw 
from occupied Arab lands and 
said the Palestinians should ha- 
ve the right to establish their 
own state. 


*T could not expect Mr. Ce- 
ausescu to change his position 
just because I spent two days 
here,” Mr. Dayan said. 

Mr. Dayan said the Roma- 
nian government might be fac- 
ing a dilemma in calling far 
continuation of direct Israeli- 
Egyptian negotiations, while at 
the same time urging a resump- 
tion of the 1973 Geneva con- 
ference on the Middle East. 

'Tf Mr. Ceausescu had to gi- 
ve priorities, he would rather 
have us go on with Sadat, wh- 
ich is against the policy of re- 
Jectionist Arab led by Soviet 
Russia," Mr. Dayan sa/d. 

Israeli arms 
supply to 
S. Africa ends 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, April 
5 (AP). — Israel has told the 
United Nations it will comply 
with a mandatory arms embar- 
go on South Africa, Foreign Mi- 
nistry officials confirmed to- 
day. 

“Israel will not sell arms to 
South Africa,” the officials 
said flatly. 

Israel’s commitment to ab- 
ide by the embargo, given in 
a letter to UJ*J. Secretary Ge- 
neral Kurt Waldheim, was not 
a change in policy, the officials 
said. The letter was written at 
Waldheim’s request, they ad- 
ded. 

Observers noted, however, 
that the Israeli letter used st- 
ronger language than did Fore- 
ign Minister Moshe Dayan last 
November after the Security 
Council adopted the embargo 
resolution.

Pamphlets titled “are you a 
sellout*’ are being distributed 
in the township by schoolchild- 
ren at several points, including 
railway stations. 

The first round of council 
elections in February proved a 
disaster for the government. 
Only two of 30 seats were co- 
ntested and there were no ca- 
ndidates for 19. 

The minister of “plural rela- 
tions” (racial relations) Connie 
Mulder, was then placed in the 
embarrassing position of appo- 
inting a majority of councillors. 
Instead, he pushed through a 
quick bill setting by-elections 
for April 5. 

Ttys time, the government 


has taken extensive precautions 
not to be embarrassed again. 
Many observers here believe 
that Dr. Nthato Motlana, lead- 
er of the influential “commit- 
tee of ten” Soweto leaders, was 
released from detention last 
month to undermine some of 
the opposition to the Councils. 

Thirty-six candidates have 
registered for the by-elections. 

The pamphlets distributed In 
Soweto ask: “Are you selling 
your responsibilities to people 
who burn schools? Are you se- 
lling your right to be beard to 
intimidators ? ... Sowetonians 
are ready to take over. They 
are ready to make history. Th- 
ey are ready to face the great 
challenge. "They believe the 
black man can run Soweto as 
well as, possibly better than, 
the white man. They want to 
prove this by establishing their 
own City Council. Elect resp- 
onsible people to your own ci- 
ty council.” 
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A monster 
running wild 

It becomes more clear every day that the 
deployment of the United Nations peacekeeping 
force in south Lebanon is not going to be as easy a 
job as initially envisaged, and it also becomes 
obvious that the Israelis are not planning any early 
withdrawal. It takes some close reading between the 
lines of Israeli intentions, but one discovers never- 
theless that Israel has arranged a situation where It 
hides its expansionist ambitions behind the facade 
of the United Nations peacekeepers. 

For example, the constant Israeli message over 
the past two weeks has been that the Israeli army 
would withdraw from south Lebanon just as soon 
as the United Nations forces take control of the 
area. But who determines when the U.N. has done 
that? It is peculiar that Israel would drive the 
Palestinians out of their homes in Palestine and into 
south Lebanon, then invade and occupy south 
Lebanon and set its own conditions for a withdrawal. 
And it is doubly peculiar, since the U.N. Security 
Council resolution calling on the Israelis to withdraw 
said nothing about the withdrawal being coupled to 
the deployment of the U.N. peacekeeping force. If 
Rhodesia invaded Zambia and set its own conditions 
for withdrawal, would the rest of the world sit around 
complacently as it does with the Israeli invasion of 
south Lebanon? 

The Israelis are up to their old tricks again. They 
have wrapped their racist anti-Palestiniana'sm in. the 
c'oak of undefined security dictates, and the world 
seems to have fallen for this duplicity once again. 
If Israel decides that the U.N. troops cannot maintain 
peace and quiet in south Lebanon, does Israel then 
stay there indefinitely? Does it then send in some 
settlers to set up shop in Lebanon inside Israeli 
military camps ? Perhaps this will be done on 
strategic hilltops, thereby to be covered by the 
dictates of “security”? If Israel stays in south 
Lebanon and its troops get shelled from Palestinian 
bases north of the Iitani River, does Israel then 
invade further north ? 

Are we talking about the security requirements 
of Israel, or the surrender of the entire world to the 
monster of Zionist militarism ? 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Under the heading "Self-Attrition" AL RAT said Wednes- 
day that Washington and Moscow seem equally to have despa- 
ired of bringing peace to the Middle East. Neither is America 
able to tame Israel into submitting to peace requirements, nor 
is the Soviet Union able to persuade the Arabs to build a unifi- 
ed front capable of taking the hazardous road to peace ... 

It also seems that Washington and Moscow have decided 
to leave the disputants in the Middle East to undergo a process 
of self-attrition without direct interference by the two super- 
powers. at least at the present stage. .

US. Mideast expert says in interview 

Despite Israeli dissatisfaction 
with many of Begins views, no 
one can step in his shoes now

AMMAN, April 5. — Prof. Ber- 
nard Reich is a distinguished 
U.S. academician who impres- 
sed most Jordanians whom he 
met during a five-day visit to 
Amman last week, his first in 
twelve years. During two in- 
formal chats with the Jordan 
Times, Dr. R‘ • i r of’ke freely 
about the Israeli and Arab sce- 
nes, his disappointment with 
the current deadlock in the se- 
arch for a Middle East peace 
and some of the factors respon- 
sible for the impasse. 

The image one forms of the 
Israeli political scene after ta- 
lking to Dr. Bernard Reich, is 
that although there is dissatis- 
faction in many quarters and 
in large segments of the pub- 
lic with Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begin’ s policies the ve- 
teran Likud boss is still on 
top of the situation and it looks 
as though he will remain in co- 


Dr. Bernard Reich, Professor of Political Science and Interna- 
tional Affairs and Chairman of toe Department of Political Science 
at George Washington University, has just concluded visits to 
Israel and to Jordan to acquaint himself at first hand with the 
shape of the latest thinking In toe two countries on a peace set- 
tlement. 

Dr. Reich has served as a consultant to toe Department of 
State (1973) and has been in Egypt (1965) on a Fulbiigfat giant and 
in Israel (1971-72) as a National Science Foundation Fellow. He is 
a member of the Middle East Institute; a Fellow of the Middle 
East Studies Association ; and a member of toe International Ins- 
titute for Strategic Studies. Dr. Reich is the author of “Quest for 
Peace: U.S.-Israd Relations and toe Arab-Israeli Conflict” (1977). 

The Jordan Times took the opportunity of Dr. Reich’s visit 
to Amman last week to ask him about his impressions following 
his contacts with leading Israeli figures.

Despite all the talk about 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizm- 
an being the possible succes- 
sor for Begin, Dr. Reich points 
out with irrefutable logic that 
Weizman does not stand a ch- 
ance so long as Begin wishes 
to maintain control. In naming 
a new prime minister, the pra- 
ctice is for the president to tu- 
rn to the largest party, which 
itself nominates the prime mi- 
nister. In other words, the ch- 
ange would have to be made 
within the confines of the par- 
ty. and within the party Mr. 
Weizman has no chance of de- 
feating Mr. Begin. If Begin we- 
re no longer on the scene or 
were to step down, the picture

Hus could change with tune, 
but as things stand, the Labour 
Party has still not gotten over 
its thrashing at the polls and 
there is wide disillusionment 
among traditional Labour vote- 
rs. If there were an election 
now, dissenting Labour suppor- 
ters would simply stay away 
from the polls. 

As for Mr. Yigael Yadin’s 
Democratic Movement for Ch- 
ange (DMC), Dr. Reich says 
the DMC has become a joke 
and is likely to disintegrate al- 
together if new elections we- 
re held now. 

He relates a joke which is 
making the rounds in Israel 
now, to the effect that Mr. Ya- 
din got into the cabinet on the 
basis of 242 - -He got two mi- 
nisters and two deputy minis- 
ters and had to crawl on all 
four to do it. 

Even if he ran as an indepe- 
ndent candidate, Mr. Weizman 
would not make it, nor is the- 
re much chance for a long-shot 
candidate like Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan. Dr. Reich points 
out that Dayan is anathema 
for the Labour Party which he 
deserted to join Mr. Begin’s 
cabinet, and he has no support 
in Likud. Begin simply ignores 
him and the staff of his own 
ministry are put out by his one- 
man act approach to the con- 
duct of the ministry’s affairs.

U.S. thinking is that this parti- 
cipation might have made the 
difference, Dr. Reich added.

Dr. Reich observed that “the 
Arab states have once again 
demonstrated that they are not 
united; they have made it pos- 
sible for Israel to avoid taking 
the hard decisions.” 

Asked to comment on the 
Arab League Council meeting 
in Cairo at the end of last 
month, which called for the im- 
mediate withdrawal of Soviet 
and Cuban troops from the 
Horn of Africa but which fail- 
ed to take any decisive action 
on the far more crucial ques- 
tion of the peace talks and 
disunity among toe Arab front- 
line states, Dr. Reich remark- 
ed : “The Arab inability to ta- 
ke toe right decision at toe 
right time is very disappoint- 
ing.”

The minister said that des- 
pite the growth of the Euro- 
pean Community development 
fund, Britain BtSl gives twice 
as much trilateral as muftflate- 
. ral aid. There has been no 
conscious decision be said, to 
Increase the proportion of mul- 
tilateral assistance in the fu- 
ture. 

British assistance worth up 
to £14 million hag been made 
available to Jordan for the 
period 1976-1980. Of that sum, 
£9 million is capital assistance 
and the rest comes In the form 
of technical aid. Mr. Tomlin- 
son said that he was* not here 
to reassess Britain’s aid in any 
way. It was premature, he ad- 
ded to speculate what sort -of 
assistance would be given wh- 
en tile current plan comes to 
an end. 

“We take the general view 
in development assistance” Mr. 
Tomlinson said, “that first we 
should seek to help poor pe- 
ople.” It was for that reason 
that Britain is concentrating 
assistance to Jordan in the ba- 
ric areas of water, and electri- 
fication. Help is also being gi- 
ven, to small farmers, through 
the Jordan Cooperative Organi- 
sation.

Mr. Tomlinson 
said that he had not been ask- 
ed for his s u ppo rt for the pro- 
posed International Labour 
Compensatory Facility, and 
that it was not a question 
which had featured much in 
his discussions here.

Since the Paris airport auth- 
ority installed a new surface 
radar by Thomson-CSF things 
lave got easier for the contro- 
llers in the 85 metre high tower 
to keep an eye on Alla, the 
Royal Jordanian Airline and 
other jets taxiing around. 

The new radar which is te- 
chnically ultra-sophisticated un- 
derwent three months of on- 
site testing before going into 
service. It gives controllers a 
clear picture of all movements 
on runways, taxi-ways and par- 
king areas. 

The four metre span radar 
has a range of ten tons, in cl- 
ear weather and eight kms. in 
even dense fog or rain. It can 
withstand winds of 120 knots 
and sophisticated electronics al- 
lows it to eliminate clouds and 
rain showers from the radar 
picture, which is a frequent 
fault with older type radar.

Dollar’s plight revives economic double talk 


NEW YORK, April 5 (R>. — 
If the dollar’s plight In the 
past few months has done no- 
thing else, it has revived what 
some foreign exchange traders 
here call “the doubletalk of 
economic crisis.’’ 

President Carter defends 
the dollar's “integrity”, cent- 
ral bankers worry about Its 
“fundamentals” and almost 
everyone searches for more 
“confidence’' in it 

Back in 1929, some traders 
recall. President Hoover told 
America that the “fundamen- 
tal business of the country” 
was sound. Millionaire busin- 
essman John D. Rockefeller II, 
seeking to restore the confi- 
dence of nervous investors, 
announced: “The fundamental 
conditions of the country are 
sound.” 

Within days Wall Street 
crashed. 

While no one here is pre- 
dicting a full-scale dollar cr- 
ash, many bankers are worri- 
ed and doubletalk has incre- 
ased. 

Now, just 50 years later. 
Rockefeller's son. Chase Man- 
hattan Bank Chairman David 


Rockefeller, backs bold U.S. 
measures to restore "confide- 
nce” in the currency and 
President Carter rallies the 
nation in "defence of the dol- 
lar” with assertions that the 
nation’s economy is sound. 

One difference this time is 
that bankers and economists 
say the crisis words depend 
on the status of the people 
using than. 


Crisis words 

President Carter’s statemen- 
ts on the dollar, as befits st- 
atesmanlike pronouncements 
from the White House, centre 
on its integrity.

Chairman G. William Mi- 
ller is more concerned about 
the dollar’s “disorderly" behav- 
iour.

Traders around the world 
consulted their economists for 
a definition of integrity. 

Economists checked their 
dictionaries and textbooks and 
came back shaking their he- 
ads - - they didn’t know. 

The vocabulary that has ev- 
olved since the dollar began 
its headlong fall last year has 
had its ambiguities and also 
Its ironies for some traders. 

Take integrity. Those less 1 
trustful say that the word 
is too elusive a quality for 
even some statesmen and po- 
liticians to define. 

Or disorder. The New York 
Federal Reserve Bank has be- 
en fi eh tine it for years. Few 
peoole outside of the Fed 
really knew what it meant 
and most bankers preferred 
German Finance Minister Ha- 
ns Matthoeferis definition: 
"It's like a pretty girl. It's 
hard tn define but you certa- 


inly know it when you see 
one.” 

For seekers of a more dic- 
tionary-like definition of dis- 
order, New York Fed Execu- 
tive Vice-President Alan Hol- 
mes has come to the rescue. 
He recently told reporters at 
a foreign exchange briefing 
that “disorder”, as applied to 
foreign exchange markets, me- 
ans extremely rapid moveme- 
nt of rates, increasing spreads 
and the complete absence of 
bids and offers. 

Of course not everyone will 
agree with Mr. Holmes’s de- 
finition of disorders. 


What are fundamentals? 

One senior banker said: 
“You can have the Fed say- 
ing the market is disorderly 
and intervening - - but the dol- 
lar may only be falling because 
traders are following what 
they believe are the fundamen- 
tals and are selling.” 

So what are the fundamen- 
tals? 

■ -Again no one is really sure 
although Fed Chairman Miller 


recently defined them as en- 
ergy policy, inflation and re- 
lative growth rates in the wor- 
ld economy.

This is the 
problem now facing Middle 
East countries with plans for 
rapid advance in their peop- 
les’ standard of living. 

In Britain research, develo- 
pment and realisation have 
been spread over a century 
of gradual change from a ru- 
ral to an industrial economy, 
though at a faster rate in the 
past 30 years. This is particu- 
larly marked in the New To- 
wns programmes which have 
provided homes and jobs for 
more than a million people. 
Only pert of the task 
But new towns were only 
part of the task. Around se-‘ 
ven million other homes have 
been built The extension of 
secondary education involved 
thn» bond ing of hundreds of 
new schools and universities. 
The development of the Nat- 
ional Health Service required 
many more hospitals. And th- 
ere had to. be related expan- 
sion of road systems, power 
«nd water supplies and drain- 
age works. 

The sheer size of these pro- 
grammes has given engineers, 
architects, builders and man- 
ufacturers unprecedented sco- 
pe to produce better designs, 
methods, materials and equip- 
ment, which can be usefully 
applied hr the Middle East to- 
day. 

Most Middle East countries 
have their prosperity assured 
by oil exports and capital for 
the realisation of their plans 
is not usually the problem. 
Engineering equipment, skill 
and unknown are what they 
require and their technologi- 
cal resources need to be sup- 
plemented by outside specia- 
lists, including British consul- 
tant engineers. 

Consulting engineers have 
strict professional codes which 
forbid them any commercial 
Interest In contracting or ma- 
nufacturing, and ensure that 
die client's interest is para- 
mount To help new clients 
there is an independent, non- 
profitmaking organisation in 
London known as the British 
Consultants Bureau.

Strong Oris 

Many leading consultants 
already have strong links with 
Middle East countries. John 
Taylor and Sons, in associa- 
tion with sir Alexander Gibb 
and Partners, has designed 
die master plan for Tehran’s 
sewerage system. The firm 
has also designed for the We- 
st Tehran Development Organi- 
sation the sewerage system 
for the Farahzad satellite to- 
wnship for 100,000 people. 

Taylor is also responsible 
for designing the £150 m. se- 
werage system for Abu Dhabi, 
just going out to tender, the 
water augmentation scheme 
for Bahrain; and drainage 
systems for A1 Ihsa\ Buraidah 
and Qatif in Saudi Arabia. 

Howard Humphreys and 
Sons Is investigating drainage 
and sewerage schemes for 
Sana’a (Yemen) and water 
projects for Fez and seven 
other cities in Morocco. In 
Iran, Humphreys acts in an 
advisory capacity to the Isfa- 
han Regional Water Board. 

Expansion of port services 

Rapidly increasing imports 
by Middle East countries ha- 
ve led to a marked expansion 
of port services --a field in 
which Britain as a maritime 
nation has a special interest 
One British company. Sir 
William Halcrow and Partne- 
rs, is engaged in design and 
construction supervision, In 
the development of Port Ra- 
shid, (Dubai), Jubail, (Saudi 
Arabia) and the port of Jed- 
dah. 

Maritime works often dem- 
and a careful investigation of 
the effects of wave, wind and 
tidal action. Britain has an 
official research station spec- 
ialising in this, work, the Hyd- 
raulics Research Station, wh- 
ich is often called in to advise 
on overseas projects. 

£35 ndlllon contract 

Port facilities at Aqaba, 
Jordan, are being grpanri«i 
under a £35 m. contract being 
undertaken by Tarmac Inter- 
national in a joint venture 
with Shahin Engineering- Com- 
pany of Amman. Tarmac, like 
many other big British firms. 
Is also involved in road con- 
struction. projects in the Mid- 
dle East and to serve these 
efficiently has moved much 
of its loadstone coating plant 
into the region. 

Supplementing the skills of 
consultants and contractors 
in Britain are governmental 
and independent research or- 
ganisations. Two of these; 
the Transport and Road Res- 
earch Laboratory (TRRL) and 
the Building Research Estab- 
lishment (BRE) have overseas 
units which appraise and ad- 
vise on methods and materia- 
ls best suited to the needs 
of developing countries. 

TRRL operates an abstra- 
cting service which is gear- 
ed to help with toad const- 
ruction anywhere in the wor- 


ld. It can quickly provide pr- 
intouts of any material on ro- 
ads which has been published 
in Europe. North America and 
Japan. With a service of this 
kind, no engineer, whether In 
remote regions of Arabia or 
on the Trans-Africa Hi^Imay 
need be without a reliable 
technical reference system. 

Where concrete technology 
is involved both the TPRL 

and BRE work closely with 

the research centre of the 
Cement and Concrete Associ- 
ation, whose publications co- 
ver many aspects of concrete 
work, from the training of 
site labour to sophisticated 
techniques of polymer conc- 
rete 

Readymade installations 

Good construction work ca- 
lls for efficient handling of 
materials and British manuf- 
acturers have provided ready- 
made installations to ensure 
this. For example, Stothert 
and Pitt has designed a com- 
plete packaged plant for con- 
crete making consisting of co- 
ntainers with inbuilt machin- 
ery and controls. The first 
two of these have already be- 
en delivered to Middle 
buyers. 

Properly prepared and gra- 
ded aggregates are also im- 
portant so Brown Lennox and 
Company has. introduced pre- 
fabricated, skid mounted mod- 
ular crushing plants for quar- 
ries serving the construction 
industry. The plants are eas- 
ily transported and assembled. 

Recognising that big deve- 
lopment projects depend on 
good materials as well as on 
construction expertise, Qatar's 
Ministry of Public Works is 
having a £2 m. sand proces- 
sing plant built at Hufuf. It 
is being designed and instal- 
led by the Braham Millar Gr- 
oup. 

Register of manufacturers 

To serve local firms work- 
ing on smaller contracts in 
the Middle East, for which 
well made precast products 
are desirable, thg Concrete 
Society’s Export Group has 
set up a register of British 
manufacturers of plant comp- 
onents. This will enable the 
group to suggest to any in- 
quirer makers who could fo- 
rm a consortium with them 
to supply and erect a comp- 
lete plant 

One of the most valuable 
engineering installations to be 
made available to Middle East 
countries is the seawater de- 
salination process of War 
Westgarth- Big plants are un- 
der construction in Jeddah, 
and in Ras Abu Funtas, Qatar. 
Others are operating In Abu 
Dhabi, Kharg Island, Kuwait, 
Masirah and Sharjah. 

In all there are 170 big 
Weir plants in Africa, Austra- 
lia, the Caribbean, mainland 
Europe, the Middle East and 
Latin America. 
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These three Weir Westgarth s ea w ate r flstfflatton plants, each 
-with an output of one mflUon gallons (AS minion Hires) of fresh 
water a day, were built for the gover nm e n t of Kuwait as part of 
a contract for five plants; valued together at £2 mffiton and com- 
pleted In 1966.

Government unlikely

Kyprianou 
criticises 
U.S. arms 
decision 

NICOSIA. April 5 (R). — 
Cyprus President Spyros Kyp- 
rianou spoke out today against 
the United States decision to 
seek removal of the congressi- 
onal three-year arms embargo 
on Turkey. 

Shortly before Mr. Kypri- 
anous statement was issued 
hundreds of students staged a 
noisy but non-violent demons- 
tration in Nicosia’s main squ- 
are in protest against the U.S. 
decision. 

The Greek leader said in his 
statement the U.S. policy cha- 
nge had caused “feelings of 
deep disappointment and bitter- 
ness” among Greek Cypriots. 

He described the move as 
"an encouragement to the Tur- 
kish aggressor to continue his 
fait accompli policy.” It had 
betrayed an ignorance of the 
Turkish mentality, said Mr. 
Kyprianou. 

Hundreds of students gath- 
ered in Nicosia’s mam square 
to shout slogans and sing pro- 
test songs against the U.S. de- 
cision. 

Small groups of protesters 
marched on the U.S. Embassy 
and American Cultural Centre, 
which were surrounded with 
barbed wire barricades earlier 
this week. 


The Communist Party paper 
LTJnita said "the republic will 
not give in.” 

I/Unifo described the extre- 
me leftists, who also call the- 
mselves communists, as repu- 
gnant and inhuman. 

Many politicians and news- 
papers said that Signor Moro 
was forced to write the letter, 
in which he said time was run- 
ning out and appealed. for fast 
action to exchange prisoners.

The New York Times said today several administration offici- 
als privately confirmed its report that Mr. Carter made the de- 
cision more than a week ago. But it said there were indications 
that the president was now reviewing the matter. 

Mr. Carter said last year he would not produce the weapon 
unless the North Atlantic alliance agreed to deploy it in West 
Europe. But NATO officials last week delayed making an announ- 
cement- 

Government sources said that because of the political un- 
popularity of the bomb in West Europe, the Europeans wanted 
the White House to make a decision on development first. 

Government sources said Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
would begin a nine-day tour of West Europe next week, while 
the State Department said Secretary of State Cyrus Vance plan- 
ned to continue SALT negotiations on a visit to Moscow later
